Conquered By 


British Fliers! 


Aeroplanes Flew To Height of 35,000 
Feet; Highest Mountain 


. BOMBAY, April 3.—Mount Everest, 
highest mountain in the world, was 
crossed by aeroplane Monday for the 
first time in history. 


Two aeroplanes which carried. the 
party were reported to have reached 
a height of 35,000 feet, nearly 6,000 
feet above the top of the mountain. 
They said it was necessary to reach 
that height approximately in order to 
make the passage. 


The airmen carried a mail bag ad- 
dressed to Hugh Ruttiedge, leader of 
an expedition which is trying to as- 
cénd Everest on foot. They were un- 
able to locate the party and brought 
the bag back. 


Harlier a weather report to the 


headquarters of the expedition which 


had been awaiting favorable condi- 
tions for an attempt to make the first 
flight over Everest, the highest moun- 
tain in the world, showed a fall in 
wind velocity. 


The Marquis of Clydesdale, one ot 
the pilots and leaders, and other 
members of the British expedition, 
proceeded to an observatory and re- 
leased’ a weather balloon. The balloon 
reached an altitude of 33,000 feet— 
4,000 feet higher than Everest—-where 
it recorded a velocity of 69 miles an 
hour, 


The expedition is made up of Brit- 
ish fliers and explorers and is backed 
by Lady Houston, wealthy aviation 
énthusiast. The pilots are the Mar- 
quis of Clydesdale and Flight Lieu- 
tenant D. F. McIntyre and the leader 
of the expedition is Air Commander 
Peregrin Forbes M, Fellows.

MADE MECHANICAL DUCK 

Although commercial usage of au- 
tomatons is essentially modern, the 
birthday of these machines is hidden 
in the annals of ancient history, for 
as far back as 400 B.C. Archytas, a 
Greek mathematician, is said to have 
invented .a mechanical duck which 
could fly. 


Throughout the history of the early 
and middle centuries of the Christian 
era there are reports of numerous 
automatons, although the authentic- 
ity of these reports has been doubted 
at times, 


At any rate it remained for Jacques 
Vaucanson, an 18th century French- 
man, to become “king of the auto- 
maton makers.” Perhaps it is to 
dis-} this ingenious inventor that modern 
ang pe constructors may look as the 
real forerunner of modern commer- 
cial automatons. 


Vaucanson was only a boy when he 
became instilled with the desire to 
construct mechanical figures. While 
on a visit with his mother to the 
home of a friend, the youngster be- 
came interested in the movements of 
an old clock, the mechanics of which 
he studied through a crack in the 
partition. 


He was fascinated and did not rest 
until one day he mastered the secret 
of the clock’s movemient. He then 
built a clock with wood and a few 
rough tools. This started him on the 
road to automaton fame. To aid him 
in his venture, he studied anatomy, 
music and mechanics.

Tree Planting 


With broad-side trees, points out 
the Department. of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, close planting should be 
* avoided, at least 40 feet being allowed 
between varieties such as the maple, 
and 50 feet between elms. At these 
distances such trees make a beautiful 
street, and when they mature do not 
overshade lawns shrubs, or flower 
beds. 

It is absolutely essential that pro- 
tection be provided. The young tree 
is an irresistible temptation to the 
small boy, while cars, animals and 
even lawnmowers are liable to cause 
damage. Staking is necessary and 
the protection should include a box- 
ing of iron, wood or wire.

If we consider’ cancer, for example, 
it is tmpogsible to state definitely 
what are the earliest symptoms of 
the disease, because in attempting to 
enumerate them we find ourselves in- 
cluding pre-cancerous conditions. 
However, we can practically answer 
the question by including those symp- 
toms which are commonly associated 
with early cancer or the late pre- 
cancerous conditions. 

The appearance of a bloodstained 
discharge between menstrual periou, 
or the occurrence of anything unusual 
about the periods, in a woman over 
40, should be regarded with suspicion. 
The reappearance of blood after the 
menopause is also suspicious, All such 
symptoms are not due to cancer, but 
some of them are and it is only by 
paying attention to all that the ac-ual 
cases of cancer can be discovered. 

A lump in the breast or not accom- 
panied by pain, or pain in the breast 
with no evidence of a lump always 
calls for investigation. These are the 
first symptoms which are orticed by 
patients. Later on, discharge or 
bleeding from the nipple may occur. 
Here again cancer ig not the on!ly 
cause of such symptoms, but it is one 
cause, particularly in women over 35 
years of age, and for this reason 
there should be no delay in finding 
out the cause in every case where 
symptoms occur. 

Bleeding from the rectum is nearly 
always blamed on piles, or haemorw 
hoids. This may be the correct ex- 
planation, but again it may not be. 
The earliest sign of cancer of the rec- 
tum may be the passage of blood 
in all such cases, the necessary ex- 
amination should be made to deter- 
mine what is responsible in that par- 
ticular case. 

Any sore of the lip, tongue or 
mouth which does not heal promptly 
and remain healed should not be al-) 
lowed to go on without proper in| 
amination to determine its nature. 

The purpose of this article is mot 
to teach or encourage you to diagnose 
your own case, but to impress upon 
you that if certain conditions do arise | 
they should be given attention. 

What everyone should do is to have 
a periodic health examination which 
would allow the family physician to 
detect abnorma! conditions early, at 
a time when proper treatment may be) 
expected to effect a cure. 


Sunlight 

Light means life. If it were not 
for the light and heat of the sun, life; 
as we know it could not exist on the 
earth. No wonder that the ancients, 
worshipped the sun as a god, for even 
they recognized the power of this 
great planet. j 


ficult to say just what are the effects 
of sunlight upon the body as distinct 
from other climatic factors, auch as 
fresh air, wind, temperature and hu- 
midity. ° 


Following upon an unusual expo- 
sure of the skin to sunlight reddening | 
occurs quickly as a result of the 
warmth of the sun’s rays. This is 
followed by an inflammatory, reac- 
tion, further reddening and subse- 
quent tanning caused by the ultra- 
violet rays. ‘P&e extent to which this 
occurs depends upon.the length of the 
exposure and upon the individual 
himself. Individuals vary in their 
response to sunlight. Sunlight is pow- 
erful and we cannot all stand the 
same amount of exposure to its rays. 


The effects of sunlight, whether 
natural or artificial, are not, limited 
to the skin, Light and air influence 
metabolism, by which is meant the 
entire functioning of the body. By 
stimulating metabolism a general 
sense of well-being is produced, and 
in this way the mind and body ate 
both affected. We know very little 
about any definite values of sunlight. 
What its known is the common ex- 
perience of a feeling of greater energy 
after exposure to sunlight and air. 


While small doses of light may be 
good, larger doses may be harmful, 
if not destructive. What ig good for 
the normal healthy person. may be 
harmful for the sick. Because sun- 
light is helpful in one form of tuber- 
culosis it does not follow that its ef- 
fect is beneficial in all forms of the 
disease. § 


Ultra-violet rays are successfully 
used in the treatment of one form of 
skin @imease;.in others they appear to 
be helpful, while in others still they 
have tjurious effects. 


4s far as normal persoiis are con- 
cerned there is no conclusive proof 
of the many beneficial effects which 
are claimed for sunlight. Ag a treat- 
ment for disease, sunlight should be 
regarded as a powerful agent to be 
used according to the directions of 
someone who is qualified to prescribe 
treatment, this being particularly 
true as regards any form of artificial 
light treatment,

Late Seed Deliveries 
Effective April 1 


In recent years deliveries of seed 
from wholesale houses to retail 
dealerg began, for the most part, in 
early February. This year, however, 
seed and feed inspectors report that 
up to March lst very little seed was 
to be found in the retail trade, 

This condition to accounted 
for by the present uncertainty in 
business and the lack of buying 
power among farmers, and hence an 
unusual caution exercised by seed 
dealers in buying supplies. 

Seed this season will therefore be 
in the possession of retailers for a 
shorter period than usual and conse- 
quently there will not be ag favorable 
an opportunity for thorough inspec- 
tion as in former years. It is also 
to be expected that there will be an 
increased tendency for farmers to 
trade in seed among themgelves and 
in 80 doing it ought not be. overlooked 
that all seed sold for seeding purposes 
in Canada is required to be sold on 
grade,

The income tax in Alberta is lower 
than in any other western proyince. 
The opposition parties in the legisla~- 
ture,.made an onslaught on the “fii- 
ing fee” of three dollars, as it was 
contemptuously called, or base tax, 
which the Income Tax Act and the 
income tax schedule calls it. This $3 
the income tax contributor has to 
pay whether his additional tax unucr 
the scale be ten cents or $1,000. The 
name “filing fee,” is most unfortun- 
ate, and the government members 
deserve all the trouble they have 
brought upon themselves for allow- 
ing that name to become current. The 
“filing fee” or base tax of three dol- 
lars paid by, possibly, hundreds of 
those whose additional tax under the 
scale is not over three dollars, is 
bound to cause the antagonism vu! 
those who. pay the smaller amounts 
of tax, if they can be induced to be- 
lieve. that it is a fee paid to some 
outside officer or to the department 
for the registration of the individual 
income tax achedule and tax. Instead 
if the contributor knew that the three 
dollars was @ base tax, as jt is called 
im the Act and in the schedule; and 
ig part of the income tax, and has no 
purpose or office as @ filing fee, they 
would know where they were at, 
whether they liked it or not, mv 
Single men in receipt for the year 


of an income of $750. or under, auy 
married. men in receipt of an incur 
for the year of $1500. or “under, pay 
no provincial income tax, whether 
base tax. or scale tax. Over these 
amounts, in both cases, exemptions 
being allowed for dependents, 
the base tax of $3 is paid, and a 
scale tax rising with the amount of 
indome. The province makes a mini- 
mum or base tax of three dollars to 
all over the minimum. of $750. and 
$1500. and then the tax scales up on 
incomes over that amount, . The citi- 
zens in receipt of incomes. below thé 
set minimums, whether townspeopw 
or farmers, wage earners or other re- 
ceivers of income, pay no income tax 
of any kind to the province. It « 
only those over the minimum who pay 
the base rate and the scale rate. 
There is.no “filing fee,” and that 
name has no license in the business; 
the $3.00 is a base rate, as it is 
called in the Act and in the schedule. 


It was to be expected that the 
Conservatives and Liberals in the 
Legislature should take advantage of 
this sore spot to discredit the govern- 
ment—that's the party game—but 
the Labor members had no right to 
lend themselves to oppose a reason- 
able provincial income tax base, as 
such is necessary. The higher-paid 
wage-earners through the province 
should pay a fair tax on amounts over 
the mihimums and they surely can- 
not. complain of the $3 base, if such 
has to be levied. It is such a narrow 
gauge policy on the part of the union 
man, the better-paid man, that is apt 
to estrange from the Labor cause the 
sympathy of fheir neighbors of all 
duties: and incomes. ‘

(This ig not as strange as it appears | 
because Canada was really the cradie 
of golf in North America. The first 
record of golfing in Canada goes back 
to 1854 when William Dibman, a 
sailor from Glasgow, finding himself 
in Quebec carried his clubs to the 
Plains of Abraham and there enter- 
tained himself with golf in solitary 
contentment. 

The first effort to put golf on an 
organized basis, however, was made 
in 1873 when a group of Montrea: 
business men met and organized the 
Montreal Golf Club, and it has main- 
tained a continuous and uninterrupted 
existence since. It is known as the 
Royal Montreal! Golf Club. Two years 
later a club was formed in Quebec 
City and in 1876 one was formed in 
Toronto, In those early days there 
were no club houses on the courses 
and the members frequently took pic- 
nic baskets with them and lunched 
under the trees. , 

Winnipeg now claims to be the 
greatest golfing city in North Ameri- 
ca. With .a population of 280,000 
Winnipeg boasts of twenty-seven goif 
courses. Elven in the heart of the 
Rocky Mountains there are golf 
courses, the most famous being that 
in Jasper National Park, Alberta, 
where the Canadian Amateur Cham- 
pionship matchés were played in 
1928.
